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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 1 1/19/08 which amends claims 4-5 has been entered (claims 1-3 
and 7-1 1 have been cancelled by the amendment filed 4/21/08). Claims 4-6 and 12-14 are 
examined in this Office action. The applicants' request filed 1/19/08 for extension of time of two 
months has been entered. 

The references cited in the IDS filed 9/30/08 and the IDS filed 1/7/09 have been 
considered by Examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the change and/or 
additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no latter than 
payment of the Issue Fee. 

Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephone interview with the 
applicants' representative Maria L. Maebius on 2/5/09. Applicants agree to the Examiner's 
proposed amendment to claim 4. 

Amendment to the claim: 

Claim 4 (Amended). A method for the mineralization of nanofibers, the method 
comprising: 

preparing a first solution with at least one peptide amphiphile comprising a C 6 or greater 
hydrocarbon component at its N-terminus and a lyophilic peptide component , wherein the 
peptide amphiphile has a positive or negative charge and at least one ion of a mineral salt, 
wherein the ion of the mineral salt has the - same charge as the peptide amphiphile ; 

preparing a second solution with ion of a mineral salt having an opposite signed ionic 
charge to the charge of the peptidc - amphiphile of said first solution ; and 

mixing said first and second solutions to self-assemble said peptide amphiphiles into 
nanofibers and a nanofiber gel, 

wherein said mineralization occurs from initially dissolved mineral cations and anions 
along the nanofibers surfaces, wherein said nanofibers are fibrous cylindrical micelles. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The new matter rejection of claims 4-6 and 12-14 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, is 
withdrawn in light of the amendment of claim 4. The 103(a) rejection of claims 4-6 and 14 by 
Wong et al. is withdrawn in light of that Au/SiC>2 is not considered to be a mineral salt in the 
process of preparing the peptide amphiphile-based nanoparticles taught by Wong et al, but 
rather gold nanoparticles and silica nanoparticles self-assemble into separate layers. Thus, the art 
does not teach or suggest the claimed method of making mineralized nanofibers wherein 
minerals undergo nucleation at the nanofibers surface thereby promote the nanofiber formation. 

Therefore, claims 4-6 and 12-14 are allowed.
